Maintenance of the Canadian National Railways as a 
publicly owned and publicly controlled service. 

Democratization of industry through granting work- 
ers and consumers a larger share in control. 

Restoration of responsible government by doing away 
with “Blank Cheque Legislation.” 

Free speech, free association and repeal of Section 98 
of the Criminal Code. 

Electoral reform. 

A balanced budget through reducing public expendi- 
tures, reducing interest rates, reducing taxes and increas- 
ing revenue by encouraging trade. 

Peace and goodwill in international affairs. 

A more equitable distribution of wealth with greater 
regard for human needs, for social justice and the pro- 
motion of the common good.

Mr. King saw tendencies of Fascism in the way Prime 
Minister R. B. Bennett made promises and announced policies 
without consulting the members of his party or even his 
cabinet. 

Hon. H. H. Stevens had followed the same course when 
he announced he would form a party and announce its name 
and platforc later. 


Stevens Reversed Process 

Ordinarily in democratic countries the people formed the 
party and the party chose a leader, but Mr. Stevens had re- 
versed the process. He had filled in the interval between 
announcements by going through every political program he 
could find with scissors and pastepot. 

Mere political power, however, was no guarantee a pol- 
icy of promises could be carried out, Mr. King said. A pol- 
icy had to be backed by a political party which understood 
it and by a force of public opinion.

WHY NOT TRY BRITAIN? 

Since Ottawa claims to have developed a 
new and sudden interest in reciprocity with the 
United States, what about a little more recipro- 
city with Great Britain 

After all the United States only buys from 
us what it has to, while Great Britain has never 
dealt with us in quite that cold-blooded way 
The old lands have always responded to a 
friendly approach on commercial lines, and only 
adopted the present “tit for tat” attitude when 
and because Mr. Bennett would not deal on any 
other basis.

The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 

Mussolini has embarked upon his African 
adventure. For over fifty years Italy has looked 
with longing eyes on Abyssinia, which has coal, 
iron, copper, oil, cotton, sugar, coffee and grain 
—a land where chattel slavery exists and rock 
salt passés as money. 

Forty years ago, Italy 
made a previous attempt to 
capture Abyssinia, It remains 
a dramatic, bloody and unfor- 
gettable memory, ending in 
humiliation and shame. The 
hordes of Menelik, king of 
Shoa, lay in wait for the four 
brigades of Italian troops 
under General Baratieri in 
the hills above Adowa. One 
after another the brigades 
were overwhelmed, captured. and the prisoners 
mutilated. The memory of that tragedy in 1896

lingers in Italian memories. “Adowa” was 
chalked on the troop trains at Messina and 
Naples, and fervid vows were given to wipe 


out the disgrace. 


With airplanes and armoured cars, backed 
by an army 900,000 strong, intoxicated with the 
new war spirit and the désire for revenge, 
Mussolini seeks new conclusions with 12,000,- 
000 people of fighting strain, in a roadiless, 
rugged terrain of 400,000 square miles, cut up 
by mountain ranges and malaria-laden swamps. 
We shall see it in the headlines after August 
has departed. 


What sort of a land and a people are these 
in Abyssinia, bordered on three sides by the 
Anglo-Egyptian Sudan, by British Kenya, by 
British Somaliland and on the fourth by Italian 
Somaliland? Henriette Celarie tells about them 
in the Revue de Paris. She says: 


“Surrounded by a barrier of rugged moun- 
tains, immense deserts and malaria-infested 
swamps, without a natural outlet to the sea, 
since the Abyssinian rivers ooze away in the 
sand before reaching the Red Sea, the Abyssin- 
ians of today resemble our ancestors of the early 
Middle Ages. Some of the traditions to which 
they obstinately cling suggest that they have 
not moved one step ahead since the days of 
beautiful Queen Balkis, Solomon's beloved. 


“The only means of access to this country 
is the Franco-Ethiopian railroad, the creation 
of the Sheitan, or devil, in the eyes of the 
natives. Everything that startles them is of the 
devil: the movie is the devil's house, and motor- 
cars and airplanes are his means of transporta- 
tion 

“The first summary impression of Abyssinia 
is that of heat, dust and flies and more flies, 
myriads of them. In clusters they cling to your 
lips and eyes and settle in your ears and nose, 
and everyone of them may bestow upon you 
the gift of leprosy, with which one-tenth of the 
population is afflicted. French missionaries 
have a leprosarium at Harrar and at 
Addis-Ababa there is a hospital for them, where 
they are looked after by American and Swed- 
ish doctors. But they go to the white doctor 
only after the wizard is feared and respected 
and all-powerful because he strikes the 
agination of the native with his weird ritual 
which speaks to eyes and heart alike. If a sick 
woman consults him he ties a ram to her back 
and bids her to dance. Then the ram is killed 
and, needless to say for you have guessed it 
already, the meat goes to the wizard, while the 
patient is made to swallow the contents of the 
intestines. The word hygiene has no meaning 
in Abyssinia. The interior of their houses and 
the furniture consists mainly of dried cowdung, 
mixed with ashes and clay

“On the high plateaus of Abyssinia grows 
the coffee shrub which yields the famous Mocha 
coffee. Nothing of the plant is wasted. The 
grains are exported and from the leaves and 
crushed wood the natives brew a decoction 
which they drink without sugar but with a lit- 
tle salt. You soon get used to it and it is really 
very refreshing. 

“Addis-Ababa is one of the highest capitals 
in the world. It lies nearly 10,000 feet above sea 
level. This is very trying for the heart. The 
first few days you are absolutely down and out, 
as though you had been confined to bed for a 
long time. Your head seems too small to con- 
tain all that is in it. 

“Addis-Ababa is unique with its hills and 
dales and ravines and eucalyptus groves. Its 
area is as large as that of Paris. The huts of 
the natives are scattered haphazard between 
the eucalyptus trees. The European district is 
quite modern, perfectly paved, with plenty of 
stores in which you may buy anything, but at 
prohibitive prices because of the high duties 
and transportation costs. But the native rural 
produce is ridiculously cheap: you can purchase 
a hundred fresh eggs for less than 50 cents 

“The population of the capital is about 80,000 
From dawn till sunset, the road from the sta- 
tion to the centre of the city is jammed with 
people, cars, flocks, prisoners in chains, beggars 
blind and others, pedestrians, barefooted soldiers 
and elegant horsemen. Most picturesque are 
the wives of the high dignitaries and princes. 
Like statues carved in tallow they sit astride 
their mules, entirely covered with their ample 
black capes, the large grey felt hat forming a 
halo around the face. They are invariably fol- 
lowed by a large retinue of slaves and servants. 

“The street-cleaning department of Addis- 
Ababe is staffed with vultures and hyenas. 
They are the best and most industrious munic- 
ipal employees you can imagine. They demand 
no wages and never go on strike. Without 
them the city would be periodically ravaged by 
pleaue’ 

The vultures will not lack for food when the 
armies of Italy and Abyssinia meet 


It may be inferred from Mr. Lymburn’s re- 
marks that the U.F.A. will contest the coming 
Alberta election in flat opposition to the pro- 
posals of William Aberhart and will cite the 
authority of Major Douglas for saying: “It 
can't be done.”

Melons 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


In the summer season it is a good plan to 
cut down on the heavy foods and use the more 
watery fruits and vegetables. These are best 
when used by themselves and not in combina- 
tion with the hearty foods of high caloric value, 

Melons may be used freely during their sea- 
son, if this rule is observed. 
Although classed as a vege. 
table, they should be used as 
you would any of the acid 


fruits. All melons are of the 
gourd family and contain 
about ninety per cent of 
water, the rest being com- 


posed of sugar and the organic 
minerals and vitamins. 

The casaba, which matures 
in the late summer, is the 
melon which keeps the long- 
est without spoiling. lt can be kept for as long 
as two months after gathering. This melon is 
the largest, outside of the watermelon, often 
measuring seven or ¢ight inches in diameter, 
and weighing seven pounds or more. 

The early melons, generally classed as musk- 
melons, are very perishable and should only be 
used when ripe. If not properly matured, they 
are tasteless, and if over-ripe will cause severe 
digestive disturbances and poisoning They 
must be handled very carefully to avoid bruis- 
ing, and the housewife should use the greatest 
care in selecting those not already bruised, and 
with a good odor, 

They are best chilled in a refrigerator, but if 
cracked ice is relied upon to cool them, it 
should not be placed inside of the open melon, 
but the melon should be packed inside the 
cracked ice and opened and cleaned when ready 
to serve. This méthod will preserve the natur- 
ally delicate flavor, and not dilute the juice by 
the ice water. No seasoning should be used, 
with the possible exception of a little salt. If 
the melon is fit to eat, its flavor cannot be im- 
proved, even by salt. If not properly matured 
and ripened, it should not be used under any 
circumstances. 

The Rocky Ford melon is one of the best 
varieties and one which can be depended upon 
to be of a superior flavor. However, market 
styles are constantly changing, as the crossing 
of varieties is very easy, and has worked many 
transformations from the original types. 

The watermelon is a native of Africa, so the 
craving of the colored people for this melon 
seems quite natural. The southern part of the 
United States raises by far the largest crop for 
commercial purposes 

All animals will eat the watermelon at every 
opportunity, and even the carnivorous animals, 
such as the lion and the dog, will devour it with 
great relish. 


Any of these melons can be used freely dur- 
ing their season, if one is satisfied to make an 
entire meal of one variety. The thing to do is to 
use one kind of melon in place of breakfast or 
lunch, eating as much as desired. If any other 
food is used at the same time, the noticeable 
result will be excess quantities of stomach and 
intestinal gas. While this does not create a 
poisonous condition, yet the pressure of excess 
gas should be avoided 

Get the good of the various melons and avoid 
any possible harm by using any melon desired, 
as a meal by itself

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1847, the first 
telegraphic messages were ex- 
changed between Toronto and 
Montreal. This was a develop- 
ment of a service which had be- 
gun in July, 1846, when messages 
had been exchanged between To- 
ronto and Hamilton, but it was 
not until January 14, 1847, that 
telegraphic communication was

WHITHER? 

“For my part, I propose to 
stand or fall upholding, in all 
things, the parliamentary 
method of government.

This is the key sentence in the 
radio address made last night by 
Mr. King—an address worthy of 
the occasion and of the leader 
of the only Canadian political 
party which still regards the en- 
dowment of the individual with 
freedom and its preservation by 
constant watchfulness as the 
prime obligation and the highest 
achievement of government. 

Mr. King, in sober and moder- 
ate language, lifted the discussion 
of public questions out of the 
mire of frenzied haranguing, un- 
controlled vituperation and frantic 
promising to the plane where 
“large and fundamental issues” 
can be considered in the mood 
and in the terms of statesmanship 
The greatest of these issués is 
the preservation of individual lib- 
erty by the maintenance unim- 
paired of parliamentary  institu- 
tions. Whither—Mr. King asks— 
are we tending? He draws the 
attention of the Canadian public 
to the fact that the destruction of 
free institutions and the denial of 
human freedom elsewhere has re- 
sulted from the preaching of doc- 
trines “that parliamentary meth- 
ods were not suited to these times; 
that the constitution was an Oob- 
stacle to progress; that shorter 
and swifter methods were nec- 
essary to obtain results, even if 
they involved sweeping aside par- 
liamentary restraints, and over- 
riding the constitution.” And he 
asks this pregnant question: “Have 
we not all heard this sort of lan- 
guage from Mr. Bennett, Mr 
Woodsworth and Mr. Stevens?” 

The answer io this question is 
yet. Though they all, in their ad- 
dresses for a moment move aside 
10 pay lip service to constitutional 
freedom, they are all committed 
to programs of control, of inter- 
vention, of regimentation, which 
cannot be carried out within the 
limits of parliamentary govern- 
ment as we know it. This is true
